State officials have announced members of lhe Publlc

cently adopted a resolution op
posing the college on the
Palos Verdes site. The council
cited the need for the land to
remain on the tax rolls. The
school district would face “a
grave financial crisis,” accord-
ing to Mayor Teena Clifton, if
the industrial land is taken by
the college.

MEMBERS OF THE Palos
Verdes School Board have also
opposed the location of the col-
lege on the Peninsula. Their
resolution was directed to the
Public Works Board last week.

The Peninsula site is located
at Hawthorne Boulevard and
Crest Road and includes about
200 acres of prime industrial
land. The Board of Trustees
asked that 175 acres be ac-
quired at the July meeting in
Los Angeles.

TORRANCE officials remain
optimistic about this city's
chances. Both Mrs. Kenneth

all along that the Trustees
would have to take the SR&D
land on the Peninsula if ade-
quate land is acquired.
